S.O. 42(E).—In exercise of ihe powers conferred by clause (u) of sub-seefion (4) read 
with sub-section (5) of section 53 of the North-Eastern Areas (Keoriianisation) Act, 1971 
(81 of 1971), the Central Govcmniem hereby directs that the Assam State Warehousing 
Corporation established under the notification of the Government of Assam No. Coop. 
391/73/43, dated the 27th December, 1974 and the Meghalaya State Warehousing Cor¬ 
poration established under the notification of the Government of Meghalaya No. M( P-25/ 
73/7, dated the 28th March, 1973, shall, with effect from 20th January, 1975 take over 
from the Assam Slate Warehousing Corporation established for the composite State of 
Assam under the notification of the Govcrtimenl of Assam No. RDC. 3/57/205. dated 
the 12th August, 1958 and referred to in clause (b) of sub—section (1) of section 33 
of the said Act, (hereinafter referred to as the "Composite State Warehousing CTorporation”) 
the a.sscts, right and liabilities of the Composite State Warehousing Corporal ion specified 
in Part I and Part II respectively of the Schedule hereto 'annexed-

(vi) Every employee of the Composite State Warehousing Corporation working in a 
warehouse centre situate in the State of Assam shall stand transferred to the Assam 
State Warehousing Corporation on the same terms and conditions of service as were 
applicable to him immediately before the commencement of this Order.

Corporation, 

(i) All land, machinery, stores, articles and other goods situate within the State of 
Meghalaya (the term “land” includes immovable properly of every kind and any right in 
or over such property, and the term “goods” docs not include coins, bank notes or currency 
notes). 

(ii) All accrued income in respect of stocks lying in the warehouse centre situate ia 
(ho Stale of Meghalaya. 

(iii) The benefit of advance payments in respect of insurance and rent of the warehouse 
situate in the State of Meghal'aya. 

(iv) The liability for payment of outstanding bills pertaining to the period prior to 
the commencement of this Order relatable to the warehouse situate in the State of 
Meghalaya. 

(v) Every employee of the Composite State Warehousing Corporation working in the 
warehouse centre situ'atc in the State of Meghalaya shall stand transfeiTcd to the Megha¬ 
laya State Warehousing Corporation on the same terms and conditions of service as were 
applicable to him immediately before the commencement of this Order. 

(vi) Without prejudice to the provisions of paragraph (v), such of the members of 
the staff working in the Head Office of the composite State Warehousing Corporation 
•as are required by the Meghalaya State Warehousing Corptoration shall also be transferred 
to the Meghalaya State Warehousing Corporation on the same terms and conditions of 
service as were applicable to them immediately before the commencement of this Order, 
provided the Assam State Warehousing Corporation agrees to such transfer.
